after the injury, To wait a day or 
two may mean death. 

Fifty immunity dose of the anti- 
tetanic serum have been received by 
the city’s emergency surgeons, a sup- 
ply that is deemed more than sufficient 
to treat all patients who are treat- 
ened with lockjaw. Injection of the 
serum after the jaw has stiffened is 
said to be useless. 

Patients who are threatened with 
tetanus will be given an injection of 
the serum at the Receiving Hospital. 
Even if the deadly polson has not en- 
tered their systema, it is deciared that 
the serum will cause no harm. The 
assurance is given by the surgeons 
that victims taken promptly to the 
Receiving Hospital after suffering from 
wounds inflicted by firearms or fire- 
works in which gunpowder is used, 
will be rendered p-actically immune 
from the ravages of the tetanus germ. 

Anti-tetanic serum has been in use 
for several years, but this ie the first 
time that any considerable quantity 
has been brought to Los Angeles. One 
of the precautions necessary before its 
use is that it be kept at a low tem- 
perature.
